OF 

PRESIDENT LOETTGERT. 



Gentlemen of the Board: 

From this day it becomes my duty to assume the 
oflBce of President of this Board for the ensuing- 
year, although I had to fill that position a large 
part of last year, on account of the ill health of our 
worthy retired President, Adolph Leitelt, who has 
been unable, on account of sickness, to meet with 
us but part of the time. Our best wishes follow 
him at his retirement from the Board, hoping* that 
he may regain his full health at the approaching of 
better and warmer weather, and rest from all busi- 
ness, which he now enjoys. 

I will try to fulfill the duties and responsibilities 
of the office, with your kind assistance, to the best 
of my ability. Since the Police Department has oc- 
cupied its present nice building, we find that every 
branch of the Department has well arranged and 
commodious quarters, and it would be hard to find 
a building anywhere so well arranged as it is our 
good fortune to possess, iand when the new cells now 
contracted for — the front cell rooms are finished — to 
separate women and children detained, from the 
men's cell room, it will be complete in all its re- 
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quirements. Our patrol system has been extended 
as much as is deemed expedient with the growth 
and extension of the city, without materially in- 
creasing- the expense of the Department, and the 
economy practiced by this Board in the past should 
be followed in the future, in the interest of our tax- 
payers. But the time has come when a suflBcient 
amount should be appropriated for the building- of 
a small sub-station in the southern and another in 
the northern part of the city, with a few cells in 
each, and a small patrol wag-on, such station to be 
in charg-e of four or six men, who could g-ive quick 
service when needed, as the run for patrol wag-ons 
from .our present headquarters to these parts of the 
city is from four to five miles. Detroit now has 
eleven sub-stations. 

There has been a remarkable decrease in the 
violation of the liquor laws, as most of the men en- 
g-ag-ed in the business are willing- to obey the laws; 
it is only a few that are persistent violators, who 
cause this Department endless trouble, and larg-e 
expense to the city, in trying- to make them live up 
to the law as to the hours of closing- and selling- on 
Sundays. But there is another class of dealers who 
should have closer attention of the Police Depart- 
ment — those who, under the disguise of keeping- a 
drug- store, sell more liquors contrary to law with- 
out paying- a license, than the same number of 
saloon-keepers, who are taxed for selling- the 
same. 

It has been the effort of this Board, in the past 
years, to suppress g-ambling- with all means of the 
law at our disposal, and I recommend that the same 
policy be continued in the future, and if it cannot be

entirely suppressed or rooted out, no more than an 
army of policemen could prevent stealing- or other 
crimes, it can be reduced to a minimum by constant 
vigilance of our officers. 

As to the solving* of the problem suppressing- the 
social evil, we are now no nearer than we were years 
ago. It is a question in my mind, and I know the 
other members of the Board are with me, that the 
policy adopted at the request of the Common Coun- 
cil and other well meaning- citizens, is not the prop- 
er course to pursue to stop or reduce the same. A 
warfare on the houses of prostitution is only fol- 
lowed by driving* that class of women into the bus- 
iness blocks of our principal streets, where -they 
follow their vocation and where no control over 
them can be had by our officers, and where it is al- 
most impossible to g-et evidence against them. 

Our city has been remarkably free from depre- 
dations and crimes during the past year, compared 
with other cities of the same population, and crooks 
have given this place a wide berth, thanks to the 
vigilance of our officers. But during the coming 
summer, a sharp lookout will have to be kept, on 
account of our close proximity to Chicago and the 
World's Fair, which will attract a large number of 
crooks from all over the country, of whom some 
may favor us with their unwelcome visits, if their 
presence in Chicago should get too dangerous to 
their liberty, and it be desirable for them to leave 
without notice of their departure or their destina- 
tion. 

Our ambulance service is now an important part 
of our Police Department, and judging from the 
number of calls for its use, it seems surprising that 
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we did get along without it in the past. But there 
is an impression among the public that the same 
can be had on call for moving patients from houses 
to hospitals, or vice versa. While, under the rules 
of the Board, the ambulance is sometimes allowed, 
by permission of the President, when a sick person 
cannot be moved in a hack or other conveyance, the 
public should bear in mind that the same is subject 
to calls at any time in case of accidents on streets, 
railroad crossings or factories, and should not so 
often put the President in a position to refuse a re- 
quest for the use of the same, if ever so much dis- 
posed to be accommodating. 

Our Fire Department, under the management of 
our efficient Fire Marshal and his able assistants, is 
now in good condition and fully equipped with the 
best of apparatus. There has been added to our 
apparatus an aerial ladder and two new hook and 
ladder trucks, made by our home manufacturers, 
which are giving good satisfaction; also a new en- 
gine to take the place of the old No. 2. There will 
not be any need for more apparatus at present, ex- 
cept as our city grows and extends; but I should 
recommend that a sufficient amount be placed in the 
budget for a new engine, which might be placed in 
No. 7 Engine House, on Madison Avenue, and 
which could be placed in service for temporary use 
at any other house, should any of the engines now in 
use give out or need extensive repairs. 

I should also recommend that during the ensuing 
year suitable locations be selected and purchased 
for an engine house in the southeast and north parts 
of the city, as the steady growth of our city in these 
directions will make it necessary, in the near future. 
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to build new engine houses, and property now could 
be had at a very reasonable flg-ure. 

Something- should be done to carry out the re- 
commendation of our Fire Marshal, which is now in 
the hands of the Common Council, to do away with 
the net- work of wires for telegraph, telephone and 
electric lights on the streets in front of our high 
blocks in the business part of the city, either by 
having them put under ground, or carry them by 
single cables out of the way, for prompt and eflBcient 
service of our hook and ladder companies.

To the Honorable Board of Police and Fire Commis- 
sioners : 

Gentlemen: I herewith submit my annual re- 
port of the Police Sig-nal System, for the year end- 
ing April 30, 1893. 

There is in service at present thirty (30) miles of 
aerial wire. No. 9 gaug-e, galvanized iron wire; two 
thousand, five hundred and twenty-eight (2528) feet 
single, No. 14, covered copper wire, under ground; 
sixteen thousand, eight hundred and four (16,804) 
feet of same kind and size of wire as last above men- 
tioned, in underground cables. There are also forty- 
two (42) signal boxes, with the appliances for trans- 
mitting and receiving signals. 

The following work has been done on the system 
during the year: Two (2) sig-nal boxes have been 
moved, on account of the grading of streets. The 
locations of five (5) boxes have been changed, to 
conform with the newly-established beats. 

The wires have been put underground between 
Crescent avenue and Fulton street, and the ^rial 
wires taken down. The electrical appliances were 
changed from the old to the new Headquarters. 
The aerial wires were taken off of Sonth Division 
street and placed in the alley between Sheldon and 
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Lagrave streets, and Jefferson avenue from Fulton 
street south to McDowell street. Three (3) aban- 
doned poles have been taken down. There has been 
seven (7) miles of aerial wire taken down and ten (10) 
miles put up. There has been one thousand, eight 
hundred and eighty-eight (1888) feet of single wire 
and eight thousand and sixty-four (8064) feet in ca- 
ble, laid underground. There has also been laid 
one (1) cable, containing fifteen wires, between No. 
4 Engine House and Headquarters, three hundred 
and seventeen (317) feet in length. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I would recommend that the wires on Front 
street, south of Bridge street to Pearl street, be 
placed underground, and the aerial wires be taken 
off of Bowery, Broadv\»ay and First streets, and be 
placed on other streets or street. Also that the 
wires on Kent street, from Crescent avenue to 
Trowbridge street, be placed underground. 

In conclusion, I desire to extend my thanks to 
your Honorable Board for the courtesy shown me, 
and to the officers and members of the Police De- 
partment for their assistance in making this branch 
of the service successful.

To the Hon, Board of Police and Fire Commis- 
sioners : 

Gentlemen: I herewith submit my annual 
report for the year ending* April 30, 1893, showing- 
in detail the work performed, with such recom- 
mendations as I deem of importance, which I trust 
you will carefully consider. 

While the number of alarms for the year past 
has g-reatly exceeded all others, the losses are not 
excessive. 

There have been 282 alarms g-iven, of which 203 
were box alarms and 79 telephone alarms (with 23 
false alarms), making* 282 alarms. 

The losses for the year on building's and contents 
are $163,501.50. Insurance on same, $2,389,125.00. 
Valuation of property destroyed and endang*ered, 
$4,013,620.00.

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INCREASE OF FORGE DURING THE YEAR. 



There has been no increase in the force during^ 
the year. Vacancies which have occurred from 
different causes have been filled from the substitute 
list and promotions from the ranks. Twelve men 
have been promoted, thirteen disciplined and one 
dismissed. 

IN THIS CONNECTION. 

The force of part pay men should be reduced 
and the full pay increased. The interior of the 
houses should be provided with gymnastic appara- 
tus of a kind best calculated to aid in developing 
the muscles and increasing the power of endurance, 
and every member of the permanent force should be 
compelled to practice therewith at stated periods 
and in a thorough and systematic manner. I do not 
consider that a fireman should be an athlete, but I 
do consider that he should be physically sound and 
at all times be in the best possible condition to 
withstand hardships and violent exercise. 

During the year one steam fire engine and two 
city hook and ladder trucks have been purchased to 
replace those worn out. The apparatus is all in 
good condition, except No. 1 chemical engine and 
No. 8 hose wagon. 
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HOSK. 

There is in use 13,000 feet of 22-inch cotton 
rubber lined hose in good condition, 3,000 in fair 
condition, with 1,500 not serviceable, tog-ether with 
three delug-e outfits carried on Nos. 3, 6 and 8 
steamers, consisting* each of 20 feet of 3-inch hose 
with two two-way Siamese and larg^e play pipes; 
also, 500 feet of 1-inch hose for the chemical en- 
gines. Tog-ether with sufficient hose at the differ- 
ent stations for domestic use. 

HORSES. 

There are forty-five horses in active use, with 
two in reserve for use when others are disabled. 
All are in g-ood condition and, with few exceptions, 
are young- and well able to perform their work. 

WATER SUPPIvY. 

The supply is sufficient and the distribution is 
constantly being* increased. However, there are 
many localities where the number of fire hydrants 
should be increased. This has been referred to in 
my former reports. 

BUILDING INSPECTION. 

A larg-e amount, of this work has been done, 
which serves to prevent many fires and acquaints 
the men with the character of the building's and 
their contents. The importance of having a build- 
ing* inspector, as provided by law, can not be over- 
estimated, with a g-rowing disposition to build taller 
buildings and buildings of larger area. This city 
will wake up at some future day to the importance 
of a revision of the building law and a proper official 
to enforce it. 
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ACCIDENTS TO MEMBERS OF THE FORCE. 

The usual number of minor accidents have 
occurred. However, nothing* of a serious character 
has befallen any of the men. 

No member of the Department has been called 
upon to perform any hazardous act calling- for 
special bravery during- the year. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

That there be erected an eng-ine house in the 
eastern and southwestern parts of the city. 

The purchase of one chemical eng-ine and one 
steam fire eng-ine. 

To repair No. 3 chemical eng-ine and No. 8 hose 
wag-on. 

That three full time men be added to No. 3 
Hook and Ladder Co. 

That one full time man be added to Nos. 1, 2, 3, 
4, 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9 companies. 

A new brick floor placed in No. 3 Engine House. 

The purchase of 3,000 feet of hose. 

OBITUARY. 

But one death has occurred in the Department 
during- the year — that of Mr. Thomas Gibbons, 
eng-ineer No. 2 steamer. He was a veteran in the 
service, g-reatly wrapped up in his duties, and 
deeply attached to his eng-ine. After an illness of 
about eig-hteen months, in pain most of the time, 
all of which he bore without a murmur, he passed 
quietly away on the 9th of September, 1892. At his 
request the Department took a prominent part in the 
burial services.

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ANNUAL REPORT 

OF THE 

SUPT. OF FIRE ALARMS. 



Grand Rapids, Mich., May 1st, 1893. 
To the Honorable Board of Police and Fire Coinmis- 
sioners : 

Gentlemen: — I hereby respectfully submit my 
annual report appertaining- to the Fire Alarm Tel- 
egraph. 

There is in service at the present time the fol- 
lowing: 

99 fire alarm boxes. 

76 miles of aerial wire. 

915 feet 10 wire underground cable. 

208 cells battery. 

3,321 feet 15 wire underground cable. 

14 gongs. 

1,708 feet 25 wire underground cable. 

15 call bells for telephone. 

4,356 feet single underground wire, one eight 
circuit repeater and attachments and 8806 feet of 
pipe underground containing cables and wires. 

Of the above number of alarm boxes, fourteen 
(14) belong to private parties and maintained by the 
city. 

The following work has been done on the sys- 
tem during the year: 

Two hundred and eighty-four telegraph poles 
have been set. Seventy-one poles have been stepped. 
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The base of 76 poles have been wound round with wire 
to protect them from injury by bjino" g-nawed into 
by horses that may be hitched to them. Ei^ht}'- 
nine poles have been taken down. Ten poles have 
been reset on account of street g-rading*. Five houses 
have been let to pass under the wires. Twenty 
and one-half miles of wire have been taken down. 
Nineteen and one-half miles of wire have been put up. 
Six thousand two hundred and fifty-four feet of 
pipe have been laid underg-round for cables and wire. 
Three thousand six hundred and ten feet of cable 
have been threaded into the pipe and four thousand 
three hundred and fifty-six feet of sing-le wire. 
Some chang-es made in the offices at No. 4 necessi- 
tated the changing" of all the electrical appliances. 
A new room was set apart for the battery and the 
battery transferred. All of the over-head wires 
south of Crescent Ave. to Fulton street have been 
removed and underg-round cable put in to take their 
place. The wires have been taken off South Divis- 
ion street from Oakes to McDowell street and placed 
in alley between Lag^rave and Sheldon streets and 
Jefferson avenue. They have also been taken off 
Ellsworth avenue from Fulton to Cherry and put 
on Calder, and off Grandville avenue from Fifth 
avenue to Hall street and put on Godfrey avenue. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I would respectfully recommend that the wires 
on Front street from Bridg-e to Pearl street be 
placed underg-round. That poles be placed on 
Second street from Front to Jefferson street and 
the wires taken off the telephone poles on Bowery,

Summer, Broadway and First streets and placed on 
Second street. 

Also that there be purchased ten (10) new fire 
alarm boxes, three hundred (300) telegraph poles, 
six hundred (600) feet of 35 wire underg-round cable, 
nine hundred (900) feet 15 wire underground cable, 
six hundred (600) feet 20 wire underground cable, 
fourteen (1,400) hnndred feet 8 wire underground 
cable and fifteen miles E. B. B. No. 9. galvanized 
iron wire. 

Annexed is a tabulated table showing number 
of poles occupied and the names of the streets they 
occupy. Also showing the names of the different 
companies having wires on city poles. 

In conclusion I desire to tender my thanks to 
your Honorable Board for the courtesy shown me 
and to the officers and members of the Department 
for their assistance in making this branch of the 
service successful.
